Airport Commission decided at a 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The commission ordered the ter- 


mination of all existing “convey- : 


ances, contracts, leases, agree- 


ments, understandings and ease- : 


ments for use of the airport that 
conflict with the prime objective” 
and the substitution of revised op- 
erational agreements. 

Milton M. Kinsey, commission 
chairman, said long-term contracts 
will no longer be made with small 
operators for-use of the field. 
Existing agreements with these 
operators will be terminated and 
revised in a manner to minimize 
hardships, he explained. 

Wartime Agreements. 

In its resolution, the commission 
said that, “largely due to the 
exigencies of war,” the city entered 
into a number of agreements 
granting “rights, privileges and 
easements” for the use of the air- 
port other than for the prime 
objective of main trunk airline 
service. 

“Such agreements,” the commis- 
sion stated, “may now interfere 
with the stated objective of ob 
taining national main trunk air- 
line service as such service is 
improved by using larger planes 
and increasing the number of 
flights, or such agreements may 
retard the airport improvements 
necessary to bring such flights to 
St. Louis.” 

Kinsey announced an estimated 
$1,738,700 in contracts will be let 
by the city within the next two 
weeks for the construction of a 
new 5000-foot concrete runway 
and for drainage work at the 
field. 

Kaufmann on Improvements. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
the commission had “reappraised 
the airport situation and was 
happy to announce” that the city’s 
investments or commitments for 
improvements at the field since 
1945 had exceeded the expendi- 
tures for the same purpose during 
the previous 25 years. 

The amount expended, put un- 
der contract or asked for on bids 
during the last 12 months, the 
Mayor said, was $3,322,800. 

Kinsey reported that 25,500 cu- 
bic yards of concrete were poured 
and 32,000 cubic yards of dirt re- 
moved in the last year in making 
improvements in the field, 

He said the city has now ac- 
quired 1815 acres out of a total of 
4000 for the. proposed Columbia 
Bottoms site.

Smal] Says All Construc- 
tion Controls Will Be 
Turned Over to Expe- 
diter Wyatt. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (UP)-- 
Civilian Production Chief John D. 
Small said today he is ordering a 
further 20 per cent cut in com- 
mercial and industrial construc- 
tion. 

Small also said the whole pro- 
gram of limiting commercial con- 
struction and approving essential 
projects will be shifted to Housing 
Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt as 
soon as practical. 

“We've got to get houses,” Small 
said. 

Small denied reports of a rift be- 
tween him and Wyatt. But he 
made it plain that decisions on 
new non-residential construction 
cuts were reached at a weekend 
conference with Reconversion Di- 
rector John R. Steelman, Steel- 
man was reported to have been 
called in as a referee, 

Wyatt Sought Cut of One-Third. 
Wyatt sought to cut non-housing 
construction by one-third so the 
Veterans Housing Program could 
be speeded. Small had protested 
that this would reduce commercial 
constrution to a “dangerously” low 
level. 

Small is said to have taken the 
issue to Steelman after he and 
Wyatt disagreed over the desir- 
ability of further cuts in non-hous- 
ing building. 

Small said an order would be 
issued this week reducing use of 
scarce items in maintenance and 
repair work and making this ma- 
terial available to new home con- 
struction. 

Non-housing construction is 
presently being authorized at the 
rate of about $45,000,000 a week. 
Smal] said he is “getting out word 
today” that the goal must now be 
reduced to $35,000,000 a week. 
Small Not Quitting, He Says. 
Small, at a news conference, 
scoffed at reports he would resign 
as a result of the reported rift. 
He said CPA igs moving along 
toward an “orderly liquidation” 
that must be completed under the 
law by March 31. Transfer of 
building controls to Wyatt is one 
necessary step in that liquidation 
process, he said. 

Small said one big leak in the 
use of scarce building materials 
has been a $400 exemption allowed 
for maintenance and repair. 

“If people would stop building 
under that exemption,” Small said, 
“the flow of materials would be 
amazing.” 

Wyatt previously had objected 
to taking control over commercial 
construction because he lacked 
the staff. When the transfer is

HAMILTON, Bermuda, Aug. 27 
(AP)—President Truman, encour- 
aged by his luck at angling last 
Friday, is going to try his hand 
again today. 

He borrowed for the occasion 
the boat Manna, belonging to R. 
Adm. G. R. Henderson, com- 
mandant of the U.S. naval oper- 
ating base here, who has spent a 
lot of time with the President.

INDUSTRIAL, RAIL SHARES OFF 
UP TO $8 IN HEAVY SELLING 


Foreign Situation, Labor Outlook 
and Rising Inventories Blamed 
for Offerings. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
Heavy liquidation hit the stock 
market today. Leading industrials 
and rails fell $1 to more than $8 
a share. 

Blame for widespread offerings 
was placed partly on the darken- 
ing foreign situation, apprehension 
over the labor outlook and the 
climb of manufacturers’ invento- 
ries to a record peak in July with 
actual shipments declining. 

Breaking of the market’s aver- 
age July low was viewed as tech- 
nically bearish. Selling was so 
urgent after midday that the high 
speed ticker tape, for an interval, 
was three minutes behind trans- 
actions. Some recoveries appeared 
late and a majority of losses were 
shaded, Broad declines,- however, 
prevailed at the close. Sales of 
1,790,000 shares were among larg- 
est of recent months and compared 
with 760,000 yesterday. Of the 
1059 separate issues traded, 942 
closed lower.

EFFORT 10 SETTLE 
OFICIAL CLASH ON 
VESTOCK PRICES 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Wants Boost in Ceil- 
ings to Encourage Pro- 
duction. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
The Administration’s economic 
high command sought today to 
recoficile differences between the 
Agriculture Department and the 
Office of Price Administration on 
the level of ceilings to be re-estab- 
lished on meat animals Thursday. 

The OPA has taken the position 
that ceilings—which the Price De- 
control Board last week ordered 


re-established—be set at the June 
30 levels of $14.85 per hundred 
pounds for hogs and $18 for cat- 
tle, Chicago basis “together with 
subsidies in effect at that time. 
Those were the ceilings when the 
old price control law expired. 

At the Agriculture Department, 
aids told reporters that Secretary 
Anderson believed ceilings on 
cattle and hogs should be increased 
upwards of $2 per hundred pounds 
to encourage greater production. 

Steelman Consulted. 

These aids said Reconversion 
Director John Steelman was tak- 
ing part in a three-way telephone 
discussion with Anderson, who is 
vacationing at his home in Albu- 
querque, N, Mex., and Price Ad- 
ministrator Paul Porter in an 
effort to get the issue settled. 

Confidence was expressed at the 
Agriculture Department that an 
agreement will be reached in time 
for the ceilings to become effective 
Thursday—the date set last week. 

OPA official said some “honest 
differences of opinion” had de- 
veloped on some phases of the re- 
control program, but they ex- 
pressed confidence a full agree- 
ment would be reached before 
Thursday. 

At both agencies, the differences 
were said to be those that normal- 
ly develop in discussing ceilings 
on agriculture commodities, be- 
cause of a tendency of the OPA to 
reflect the consumer viewpoint 
and of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to reflect the producers’ 
viewpoint. 

Authority of Anderson, 

Department officials said that 
under the new price control law, 
Anderson has, in effect, authority 
to determine the final ceilings. 
They told reporters, however, that 
there “is no truth whatsoever” to 
published reports that he had 
threatened to resign if the OPA 
did not accept his recommenda- 
tions. ;

Got Tip From German. 

The statement said Capt. Durant 
had discovered the jewels on a tip 
from a German bartender. 

She said she planned to share 
the loot with her husband, Maj. 
David Watson and Roy Carlton, 
mess sergeant at the castle. Col. 
Durant and Watson are awaiting 
trial. 

“We first decided to turn them 
in,” she said. “Then we thought 
we would take only a few pieces 
and then we decided we would 
take all of it.” 

The confession said she be- 
lieved the jewels, since estimated 
at $1,500,000, were worth only 
about $50,000. 

Both she and Col. Durant car- 
ried some of the jewels to the 
United States on re-deployment and 
had other jewels mailed to them. 

Asked why they decided to 
share the gems with Watson, 
Capt. Durant said in her confes- 
sion: “Well, we had him looking 
up circulars and he _ sort of 
smelled a rat and then, too, he is 
a good friend of ours.” 

Mountings Cut Up. 

She said that the jewels were 
first kept in her clothes closet at 
the castle but later were put in 
Durant’s room, Asked what they 
did to the jewelry when they de- 
cided to take it, she said: “We 
broke it up. The stones were 
pushed or punched out and the 
mountings were cut up.” 

Earlier, Capt. Durant took the 
stand and testified that army of- 
ficials told her “the Army wanted 
to keep everything quiet” about 
the case and would not prosecute 
if she made a statement. 

“They told me that (Secretary 
of War Robert P.) Patterson and 
(Gen. Dwight D.) Eisenhower 
were looking for us,” she testified, 
“but that the Army wanted to 
keep everything quiet and would 
not prosecute us if I made a state- 
ment.” 

Mrs. Durant said Army officials 
told her that if her husband 
would not talk about the case, 
“they were going to take him to 
Washington, where Eisenhower 
and Patterson wanted to talk to 
him personally.” 

Tells of Arrest. 

Describing the circumstances 
after her arrest at 2 a.m. June 3 
in the La Salle hotel at Chicago, 
she said that on the night of June 
3 she was taken to Fort Sheridan. 

“I was put in an insane asylum, 
and my husband was put in the 
stockade,” she said. “A male 
guard was posted all night near 
my cell, and guards kept peeking 
in at me and wanted to know if 
I was crazy.”

U.S. WARSHIPS TO VISIT 
GREECE AFTER PLEBISCITE 


Carrier Roosevelt, Cruiser and Five Destroy- 
ers Ordered to Make ‘Courtesy’ 
Call Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (UP)— 
The Navy announced today that 
a detachment of United States 
warships will visit Greek ports 
next week, following Greece’s 
monarchy plebisicite. The giant 
aircraft carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt will lead the group. 

Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson said there is no political 
significance in the visit. He de- 
scribed the trip as one devoted 
entirely to courtesy and goodwill. 
He said there was a great deal 
of interest in the carrier FDR 
because it bore the name of the 
late. President and that this in- 
terest was particularly manifest 
in Greece, where the late Presi- 
dent had long been known as a 
friend. 

It had been reported that the 
visits were intended to deter pos- 
sible violence following the bal- 
loting on the question of abolish- 
ing the monarchy. 

The Navy announcement sald 
only that it was a “visit of cour- 
tesy” arranged by the State De- 
partment “because of the great 
admiration of the Greek people 
for the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt.” 

The carrier, accompanied by the 
cruiser Little Rock and the de- 
stroyers New, Cone and Perry, 
will call at Piraeus, the port of 
Athens, from Sept. 5 to Sept. 9. At 
the same time, the destroyers Noa 
and Warrington will visit Sa- 
lonika. All these ships and the 


cruiser Fargo were at Naples to- 
day. 

Informed sources said the visits 
to Greece were timed after the 
plebiscite to avoid any charge that 
the United States was trying to in- 
fluence the outcome. 

The Navy said the ships may 
call at other Mediterranean ports, 
“but details are not yet available.” 
In answer to a question, Adm. 
DeWitt C. Ramsey, acting chief 
of naval operations, said the Navy 
has no plans “at this time” to 
send any United States warships 
into Turkish waters, 

(A dispatch from Cyprus said 
British warships, including the 
cruiser Mauritius, soon will hold 
maneuvers west of Cyprus in the 
eastern Mediterranean southeast 
of Greece.) 

The Russians have charged that 
the United States is making a 
show of naval force in the Medi- 
terranean. The battleship Mis- 
souri visited Turkey in March, 
carrying home the body of the 
late Turkish Ambassador to the 
United States. 

A spokesman at the State De- 
partment said the United States 
would have some 70 informal ob- 
servation teams in Greece to 
watch for election irregularities. 
The department said its observa- 
tion staff was “inadequate” to 
make a thorough observation in 
an official] capacity but had 
agreed to act in an “informal 
capacity.”

U/ARIST ON TRIAL 
ADMITS 30-YEAR 
ANTESOVIET PLOT 


Gen. 
Jap Financial Backing, 
Offer to Make Him 
Puppet Ruler. 


Semenov Tells of

MOSCOW, Aug. 27 (AP)—Secret 
details of a 30-year-old plot by 
anti-Bolshevik Russian emigres in 
the Orient to wrest power in the 
U.S.S.R. with Japanese aid were 
recounted in a crowded court 
room today by a ;rizzled old man 
known in the Soviet Union for a 
quarter century as the “white 
bandit of Siberia.” 

Gen. Georgie Semenov, Cossack 
counter revolutionary leader and 
former czarist officer who said he 
once plotted to assassinate Niko- 
lai Lenin unfolded the details of 
the plot as his trial, along with 
seven co-defendants on charges of 
armed struggle against the Soviet 
Union, went into its second day 
before the military collegium of 
the Soviet Supreme Court, 

Col. Gen. Vasili V. Ulrich, 
president of the court, who pre- 
sided at the 1936 Moscow trials, 
listened impassively as Semenov 
testified of mass killings, huge 
money gifts from Japan and se- 
cret details of espionage in the 
Far East. Semenov told the court 
the Japanese had agreed to make 
him chief of a puppet state in- 
cluding all of Siberia, if the plot 
succeeded. 

The Soviet Government had 
sought since the rise of the 
Bolsheviks the man who suc- 
ceeded Adm. Alexander Vasilievich 
Kolchak as leader of the White 
Guardists in Siberia. It was Kol- 
chak who gave Semenov the rank 
of lieutenant general, and with 
the former’s fall, Semenov became 
the highest ranking White Guard- 
ist left in Siberia. 

The defendants, captured in 
Manchuria by the Red Army dur- 
ing the war with Japan, included 
Czarist Prince Ukhtonsky, All 
pleaded guilty to indictments 
charging them with armed struggle 
against the Soviet Union, espio- 
nage, diversionary acts and terror- 
ism.

ATHENS, Aug. 27 (AP)—Ste- 
phanos Stephanopoulos, acting for- 
eign minister, announced today 
that Adm. K. K. Rodionov, Rus- 
sian ambassador to Greece, had 
asked for a passport visa to en- 
able him to leave Greece, 

The acting foreign minister said 
only yesterday that the Russian 
Ambassador had registered a for- 
mal protest against anti-Soviet ar- 
ticles in certain Greek newspapers 
and the barring of Soviet fijms 
in some districts of Greece, 

Yugoslavia recalled -its Ambas- 
sador, M, Tsancar, last week, The 
Yugoslav Embassy said the action 
was not to be taken as severance 
of relations but as a strong pro- 
test against the Greek Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward certain 
Yugoslav demands and against 
Greek press criticism of Yugoslav 

Two Royalist morning news- 
papers in Athens will be prose- 
cuted for anti-Russian expression 
as a result of the protest, Steph- 
anopoulos said, and the barring of 
the films will be investigated, 

Stephanopoulos said that in his 
reply to Rodionov he commented 
that certain articles appearing in 
the Russian press might have 
caused a reaction in the Greek 
press. 

The Ukraine republic’s charge 
before the United Nations Se- 
curity O®uncil that Greece is 
threatening peace was deplored 
today by former Premier Themis- 
tokles Sophoulis, leader of the 
Liberal party, which is the Gov- 
ernment’s sharpest critic.

RUSSIAN TACTICS 
UNBEARABLE, HE 
SAYSIN EXCHANGE 
WITH VISHINSKY 


Opponents in Bitter De-

PARIS; Aug. 27 (AP)—Amerl- 
can Secretary of State James F.

PARIS, Aug. 27 (AP) —Aus- 
tralian Delegate J. A. Beasley 
brought delegates at the Paris 
peace conference to their feet to- 
day with a blistering attack in 
which he accused Russtfa of “lies,” 
“intimidation” and “power poli- 
tics.” 

But the burst of hard boiled 
oratory ended amicably and the 
Australian and his antagonist, 
Andrei Vishinsky, Soviet deputy 
foreign minister, left the room 
smiling at one another, 

Before adjournment of the 
Italian political and. economic 
commission session, at which the 
clash occurred, Australia agreed 
to drop its proposal for a stand- 
ing sub-committee to “examine, 
collect and report” on the facts in 
Italy’s frontier dispute with Yugo- 
slavia, France and Austria and to 
make recommendations if it 
seemed fit. 

The commission however, adopt- 
ed unanimously a similar proposal 
from the French to organize a 
standing committee to investigate 
any point of dispute concerning 
the Italian frontier. This commit- 
tee will have three rotating mem- 
bers from the nations invited to 
the 2l-nation conference and four 
members from the four principal 
powers. 

Beasley began his outburst by 
exclaiming at Vishinsky: “All 
right now, you've had a lot to say, 
and I’m going to have my say 
too.” 

He came to the defense of Col. 
W. R. Hodgson of Australia, whose 
arguments before the Italian 
treaty economic commission, had 
been belittled by Vishinsky. 

“Russia’s tactics of thrusting 
their speeches down the throats 
of those who oppose them .. . is 
getting unbearable,” Beasley said 
in an attack that brought dele- 
gates in the red plush chamber 
= the Luxembourg palace to their 
eet. 

“Freedom from fear does not 
exist in the world today,” Beasley 
said. 

“There is a lot of lying going 
on in the case of many of these 
questions. The peace of Europe is 
a important to us as to anybody 
else.” 

Beasley had not spoken for long 
before Vishinsky rose to protest, 
Lief Egeland of South Africa, 
presiding, intervened at one point, 
in an attempt to silence the Aus- 
tralian. 

Beasley appeared aroused espe- 
cially by a remark Vishinsky made 
earlier that “Australia is the 
farthest point from Europe and 
has presented 35 per cent of the 
proposals to this conference.” 
Beasley retorted: 

“We may be 15,000 miles away 
from Europe, but we fought in two 
wars in Europe and have lost 
some of our best men here. We 
refuse to recognize that Soviet 
Russia has any more rights than 
we. We are not going to be in- 
timidated because one power feels 
it is big at the moment.” 
Hodgson had moved to name a 
permanent sub-committee to in- 
vestigate Italian frontier disputes 
and Vishinsky attacked the plan 
with vigor. He accused Australia 
of “delaying tactics” and asserted 
that the plan was “put forward to 
destroy the work of the foreign 
ministers.” 

Continuing the attack on Aus- 
tralia, Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov also stormed into the 
commission meeting on Italian 
economic problems and opposed 
another Australian proposal to 
create a special body to investi- 
gate the reparations demands of 
Russia and other Allies, 

Molotov, who spoke ‘or about 
an hour, accused Australia of 
trying to “upset” the decision of 
the foreign ministers council, and 
said the proposal was “unaccepta- 
ble to all countries who have 
suffered at the hands of an ag- 
gressor.” 

Molotov said “all these actions 
of the Australian delegation are 
directed against the interests of 
the Soviet Union,” and that the 
conference was “almost drowned 
out by the pile of amendments” 
proposed by Australja.

UF GERMANY NOT 
UN TRIAL, SAYS 


NAZIS’ COUNSEL 


He Charges Allies Erred 
in Not Indicting Gen- 


eral Staff Corps—End 
of Hearings by Satur- 
day.

NUERNBERG, Aug. 27 (By Ra- 
dio)—From an unexpected source 
this morning came censure of the 
war crimes charter for its failure 
to indict the genera] staff corps 
of the German armed forces as a 
whole—that is to say 5000 or more 
officers who are graduates of 
Army, Navy and Luftwaffe war 
colleges. 

The critic was Dr. Hans Latern- 
ser of Wiesbaden. He delivered 
a final summation in defense of 
109 top flight officers still thought 
to be alive out of an original mis- 
cellany of 129.who were charged 
with criminality under the syn- 
thetic title of “General Staff and 
High Command.” 

It would have been reasonable, 
the attorney argued, to ask for a 
verdict against the General Staff 
Corps. This, he said, was a spe- 
cific and well defined institution 
with an available roster of mem- 
bers consisting of elite experts 
chosen for talent and morale and 
representing Germany's most dan- 
gerous carriers of militaristic 
pestilence. The charter, it was 
deciared, entirely ignored the 
overwhelming majority of this 
body of specialists. Only 49 of 
those under charges, Dr. Latern- 
wer asserted, were ever Genery! 
Staff men and of these no more 
than 13 exercised General Staff 
functions during the war. 


Misleading Designation. 


“Therefore,” the defense coun- 
sel pleaded, “the term ‘General 
Staff’ is misleading and arbitrary. 
Logically it would embrace all 
General Staff officers. But most 
of them are not in the least in- 
volved in the indictment. A ver- 
dict might rationally be based on 
the designation ‘General Staff 
Corps. The proceedings would 
then have been directed against a 
palpable and authentic organiza- 
tion. However, only a.handful of 
its members are under charges.” 

The fact is that the conferees 
who drew up the indictments at 
London presumed the continued 
existence of the “Great General 
Staff” which reached its zenith 
during World War I. Owing to 
the personal prestige of Field 
Marshal Paul von Hindenburg and 
Gen. Erich Ludendorff, this unit 
took over complete control of the 
country, ruling not merely strate- 
zy but foreign and domestic policy. 
The makers of the charter were 
astonished to discover that the 
Great General Staff, having been 
abolished by the Versailles treaty, 
was never resurrected by Adolf 
Hitler. He created instead the 
Wehrmacht Supreme Command, a 
liaison administrative organ which 
was suffered to initiate neither 
military nor political decisions 
and served only to transmit the 
Fruehrer’s orders to the Army, 
Wavy and Air Force. So an ar- 
tificial body was invented under 
the title of “General Staff and 
High Command.” The device was 
bolstered up with affidavits from 
several important commanders de- 
claring that to many intents and 
purposes it approximated to the 
former Great General Staff. 

It was headed by five of the de- 
fendants—Hermann Goering in 
his capacity as commander in chief 
of the Luftwaffe; Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel, chief of the Wehr- 
gnacht Supreme Command; Col. 
Gen. Alfred Jodi, chief of the 
Wehrmacht supreme command op- 
erations sections, and Grand Ad- 
mirals Erich Raeder and Kar! 
Doenitz. Included were two of 
Jodl’s successive deputies, Lt. Gen. 
Walther von Warlimont and Lt. 
Gen. Winter. Then came the com- 
mander in chief of the Army, 
Field Marshal Walther von Brau- 
chitsch, and five officers who 
served in succession as Army 
chiefs of staff. There were three 
naval and six air force chiefs of 
staff. The list was completed by 
76 commanders of Army groups 
and armies, 15 officers of equiva- 
jent commands in the Navy and 
rine opposite numbers in the 
Luftwaffe.

“The three soldiers were denied

fendants, whose ages range up to 
70 years, stood up at the summons 
of the court clerk and gave their 
names: Semenov, Ukhtonsky, Raz- 
zayevsky, Mikhailov, Suponov, 
Viasievsky, Bakcheyev and Akho- 
tin. Most of them had served as 
junior officers in the Czar’s army. 

During his examination, Seme- 
nov, who displayed a gift for re- 
calling places and dates in great 
detail, testified that he once 
turned down a Japanese offer of 
20,000,000 gold yen to lead a coun- 
ter-revolution in Siberia, saying it 
was too little. He also said he 
once commanded 650,000 troops 
fighting against the Bolsheviks in 
Siberia, 

Jap Offer to Send Troops. 

Semenov, a stubby little man 
with a fringe of graying hair and 
a scraggly white mustache, said 
his first encounter with the Bol- 
sheviks occurred before World 
War I. As a Cossack officer, he 
related, he led horsemen against 
strikers, cutting down many work- 
ers with his saber. 

He testified that during 1919 
while Adm. Kolchak was strug- 
gling with the Bolsheviks the Jap- 
anese proposed to send eight divi- 
sions up to the Urals. Japanese 
diplomatic plenipotentiary Kato 
told him at the time, Semenov 
said, that Japan wanted to annex 
northern Sakhalin and proposed to 
sét up a puppet state including all 
Siberia. 

The Russian prosecutor asked 
Semenov if he stopped the strug- 
gle against the Soviet Union after 
his armies were defeated. 

“No,” Semenov replied. “I sougnt 
all means in order to renew the 
struggle against the Soviets.” The 
means he sought, he said, was 
Japanese support. 

Plotting in Manchuria, 

During the early battles with 
the Bolsheviks, Semenov stated 
that he joined Adm, Kolchak’s 
White Russian Army in Siberia. 
Kolchak, onetime commander of 
the Black Sea fleet, was named 


supreme ruler of Russia by the 
provisional Russian Government 
at Omsk (anti-Soviet) in 1918. He 
was shot by the Bolsheviks at Ir- 
kutsk in 1920. 

After the defeat of KolcNhak’s 
armies, Semenov said he withdrew 
and set up the Trans-Baikal gov- 
ernment, supported by Japanese 
funds and munitions, 

With the final Bolshevist vic- 
tory, he testified, he fled to Man- 
churia, where during the 1920s and 
later, he and other White Rus- 
sians worked with the Japanese in 
plans for seizing Siberia and using 
it as a base for crushing the So- 
viet Union in Europe. 


From this time, up until Japan’s 
defeat in 1945, he related, he had 
the backing of Generals Araki, 
Terauchi, Tanaka and others. He 
said he met the late Baron Glichi 
Tanaka, former Japanese Premier, 
at Nagasaki in 1926, to plot coun- 
ter-revolutionary moves in Siberia. 
Japan’s reward, for its part in the 
plot, he testified, was to have 
been Siberia. 

Spy in World War II. 


In 1934 in Manchuria, Semenov 
took the lead in creating the 
White Guard “Brem” bureau on 
affairs of Russian emigres to con- 
tinue anti-Soviet work, such as 
espionage, he testified. 


Semenov admitted setting up a 
widespread spy network in the 
Orient which functioned until Ja- 
pan's defeat. 

The trial, expected to last four 
days, is being held in a court- 
room with a capacity of less than 
100 persons. A battery of Moscow 
lawyers sit at the defense table 
listening to the testimony, but un- 
der Soviet legal procedure they are 
permitted to take no active part 
at the present stage,

His comment was made during 
a discussion of the Diet peers 
committee which is deliberating 
the proposed constitution, already 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

COODS FOR CHINA 
AIRLINES DENIED 


Two Officials Say Sale of 
Surplus Property Is Not 
Linked to Commercial 
Rights. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 27 (UP)—Two 
United States officials issued a 
formal statement today denying 


they had engaged in secret nego- 
tiations with the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the sale of surplus 
United States war materials. 


Assistant Secretary of War 
Howard C. Petersen and Foreign 
Liquidation Commissioner Thomas 
B. McCabe issued the statement. 

They said they had noted that 
press accounts charged “that as 
part of the consideration of this 
sale China wag to cede to the 
United States valuable civil air 
rights. 

“These statements are without 
foundation in fact,” their reply 
said. 

“Discussions are in progress 
looking toward the sale to China 
of surplus property now on islands 
in the western Pacific and hav- 
ing an estimated original cost of 
approximately $500,000,000. 

“No ammunition, no weapons 
and no airplane of any type, or 
any other purely military items 
are among the surplus now being 
offered to China,” the statement 
sald. 

“All this surplus Is civilian type’ 
or civilian end-use items. Chinese 
civil air rights have not been dis- 
cussed as part of the considera- 
tion, nor will this form any part 
of the consideration on the sale of 
surplus.” 

They added that discussions of 
the civil air agreement were being 
carried out by persons not con- 
nected with the surplus property 
negotiations, 


In Washington, Acting Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson confirmed 
a United Press report from Shang- 
hai that some combat aircraft 
have been sold to the Chinese 
Government. 

Acheson said the planes first 
were demilitarized and that they 
were not actually to be turned 
over to the Chinese until civil 
strife in that country ends. 

Acheson told his press confer- 
ence the planes included some 
surplus B-25s and B-24s. 

Pressed to expand his state- 
ment, Acheson said the Govern- 
ment did not want to transfer 
combat material to the Chinese 
Government while fighting was 
going on among Chinese groups. 
So far as he knew, Acheson said, 
the nlanes have not been trans-

New Law Will Provide 
$5,000,000 More Annu- 
ally for Old-Age Pen- 


sions—Direct Relief Is 


Not Affected.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 27— 
Payments to most of 106,000 old- 
age pensioners and 15,500 needy 
families with dependent children 
will be increased, beginning Oct. 
1, as a result of the allotment of 
additional Federal funds, 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly § an- 
nounced late yesterday a recent 
change in the Federal law will 
provide about $5,000,000 additional 


for old-age assistance and $1,250,- 
000 extra for dependent children 
in the nine months ending in June 
1947. 

These amounts are in addition to 
Federal grants of $20,000,000 for 
@ld-age assistance and $3,000,000 
for dependent children’s aid previ- 
ously allotted for the 1946-47 fiscal 

ear. 

Direct relief payments are not 
affected. They will remain at 30 
per cent below need, as the Federal 
Government does not participate in 
this form of public assistance. 

Incerase According to Need. 

The Governor said a majority 
of the old-age and dependent chil- 
drent grants would be increased 
in October. The State Division of 
Welfare will fix the increased 
grants as justified by need and 
within the limits of the new 
money. 

Director Proctor N. Carter of 
the Welfare Division said the ad- 
ditional funds will be used, in gen- 
eral, to provide 20 per cent in- 
crease in the food allowance to 
offset the rise in costs since last 
December. He said no estimate 
could be made of what the aver- 
age increase would be. 

Carter said the new funds 
will permit restoration of a 20 
per cent cut made in payments 
for dependent children. The cut 
followed failure of the legislature 
to appropriate enough funds to 
finance the program in full, 

$45-a-Month Maximum. 

Under the new federal legisla- 
tion, the maximum old-age as- 
sistance grant was increased 
fren $40 to $45 a month. The 
Missouri maximum is pegged by 
law to the federal ceiling. Pay- 
ment of $45 a month will be made 
to many of 21,000 Missouri recip- 
ients who are now receving the 
340 maximum, Carter said. 

The new law changes the basis 
on which the Federal Government 
makes participating grants to the 
various states. At present, state 
appropriations for old-age assist- 
ance and dependent’ children 
are matched dollar-for-dollar. 
Under the new system, the gov- 
ernment will pay $10 of the first 
$15 for old-age assistance and 
share equally in the cost above 
that. In the case of child aid, 
the government will pay $6 of the 
first $9 of the grant and pay half 
gbove that. 

The new maximum for depend- 
ent children aid is $24 a month 
for the first child and $15 for each 
additional § child. The present 
Missouri maximum is $18 and $12. 
Carter said the new law is effect- 
ive until Dec.’ 31, 1947, but Con- 
gress is expected to continue the 
policy on the same or similar 
basis thereafter. 

In August, the average old-age 
assistance payment to 106,349 per- 
sons in Missouri was $29.16. The 
average dependent children pay- 
ment was $29.04 a family, or $11.05 
a child. 


P.S.CO, JULY NET INCOME UP 


Despite a 20 per cent reduction 
in net earnings in July, St. Louis 
Public Service Co's net income for 
the month was more than three 
times that of July, 1945, the com- 
pany reported today. Lower taxes 
and elimination of a $50,000 allo- 
eation for postwar contingencies 
made this possible. 

Net earnings declined from 
$369,312 to $291,515, but instead of 
setting aside $275,000 for income 
taxes the firm allocated only $135,- 
000. Net income was shown as 
$156,915, compared to $44,312 in 
the preceding July.

HIGH-ALTITUDE 
PLANE DEVICES 
USED FOR POLIO 


Treatment -Called Greatest 
Single Advance in 50 


Years. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 27 
(UP)—High-altitude flying instru- 
ments developed by the Army Air 
Forces are being used in treating 
persons stricken with bulbar poHo- 
myelitis in Minneapolis’s epidemic, 
it was learned today. 

Dr. Maurice Visscher, Univer- 
sity of Minnesota professor of 
physiology, said the devices were 
“proving very useful in the con- 
trol of therapy in the respiratory 
polio cases.” 

University hospital officials said 
the new treatment was the great- 
est single advance in 50 years in 
the fight against polio, 

Nearly 15 per cent of the 1654 
persons stricken with polio in 
Minnesota developed the bulbar 
variety. After a number of them 
had died, physicians discovered 
that pressure breathing equipment 
was helpful in treating many 
cases, The process involves open- 
ing a hole in the windpipe and 
feeding a mixture of pressurizec 
oxygen and helium into the lungs 
through a tube. 

The doctors had believed that 
the effects of bulbar polio would 
be less serious if healthy cells 
could be kept alive. 

In the treatment, meters devel- 
oped for aviation studies are used 
to determine whether there is 
enough oxygen in the blood stream 
reaching healthy cells. 

Physicians believe this is the 
first time the Army’s pressure 
method has been used in treating 
polio, It has been used here for 
only one month on 30 adults and 
16 children with oximeters lent by 
the Army. Details of results of 
the treatment have not been made 
public.

STEELMAN MOVES 
TQ AVERT CLOGGED 
RAIL LINES IN FALL 


Rising Production, 


Bumper Crops Indicate 
Loads Exceeding War 
Peak, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman today ordered emer- 
gency action to prevent a threat- 
ened transportation crisis this fall 
due to an acute shortage of freight 
cars, 


Steelman said in a statement the 
rising volume of industrial produc- 
tion and bumper farm crops are 
confronting the railroads with 
heavier loads than they carried at 
wartime peak. He said the Office 
of Defense Transportation reports 
that unless extraordinary meas- 
ures are taken, between 50,000 and 
75,000 carloads of freight will back 
up weekly this fall. 

He announced 
steps will be taken: 

1, Wherever feasible, cross-coun- 
try freight will be diverted from 
the rails to ships. War Shipping 
Administration and the Maritime 
Commission will place more ships 
in coastal and intercoastal service, 

2. The OPA will review prompt- 
ly any increased costs incurred 
by shippers in shifting to water 
transport and grant relief where 
necessary. 

3. Theh Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration will speed up the flow 
of scarce materials needed to re- 
pair about 80,000 old freight cars 
and build 40,000 new ones this 
year. 

4. The State 
seek quicker placement of foreig 
orders for freight cars to be built 
next year. Such a backlog, Steel- 
man said, will encourage car man- 
ufacturers to speed up production 
of domestic orders, 

5. ODT and the Agriculture De- 
partment will take joint action 
where perishable food crops are 
threatened by transportation bot- 
tlenecks. Shipments of tin cans, 
sugar and other essential supplies 
to west coasty and midwestern 
canneries will be speeded _ up. 
Action wil also be taken to in- 
crease the flow of export grain 
and coal, 

6. ODT will encourage shippers 
and receivers to further shorten 
the turnaround time of cars by 
keeping shipping departments on 
a six-day week and by using faster 
unloading methods, 

7. ODT will tighten its regula- 
tions governing less-than-carload 
freight to force maximum use of 
all freight car space,

In another phase of the peace 
conference, Czechoslovakia de-

In yet another’ spot, 
United States Secretary of State 
Byrnes conferred for an hour 
with Prime Minister Kimeon 
Georgiev, head of the Bulgarian 
delegation. 

But it was the exchange be- 
tween Beasley and Vishinsky 
which caused the excitement. 
During the Australian's speech, 
the Russian delegation gathered 
around Vishinsky and laughed to- 
gether while Beasley was speak- 
ing. 

Before Beasley spoke, Hector 
McNeil of the United Kingdom 
had intervened in the debate be- 
tween Hodgson and Vishinsky to 
remark that the Russian had 
been “a little severe.” 

“It is impossible to digest all 
the material that is being hurled 
at us every day,” declared Hodg- 
son. “How many here have even 
studied the maps of these fron- 
tiers?” 

Vishinsky replied that “the 
methodical work of the experts 
and deputies already has been 
done in committee.” 

“Ignorance is no excuse, to quote 
an old saying-of Karl Marx,” said 
Vishinsky, referring to the Austra- 
lian’s comment about the frontier 
maps, He added, “However, to 
quote Marx in this assembly may 


not be the wisest thing to do.” 
Vishinsky said that three com- 
missions already had studied the 
boundaries between Yugoslavia 
and Italy, one commission the 
Autrian frontier and three the 
French frontier. 

“Col. Hodgson seems to feel that 
everything done before is no 
good,” the Russian said. “It’s like 
the chittering of the sparrows on 
the Paris rooftops.”

it credit for carrying on guerrilla 
warfare against the Nazis before 
formally signing an armistice with 
the Allies. 

The Russians, who previoysly 
had violently opposed permitting 
France to vote on Balkan issues, 
did not object when the French 
delegate cast his ballot. 


CHURCH LEADER FORESEES U.S. 
HEALTH PROTECTION PROGRAM 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Aug. 27 
(AP)—A Roman Catholic Chari- 
ties spokesman says the United 
States is “headed for a straight 
national pension according to some 
modified form of the Townsend 
plan... or we shall have to fol- 
low the pattern set by the United 
Mine Workers.” 

Msgr, John O'Grady, Washing- 
ton, D.C., secretary of the Nation- 
al Conference of Catholic Chari- 
ties, said in a conference conven- 
tion address at Notre Dame Uni- 
versity yesterday: 

“It may well be that each group 
must set up its own system in 
order to protect its own workers.” 

(The United Mine Workers, un- 
der its government contract, now 
receives for its health and welfare 
fund 5 cents a ton on coal pro- 
duced by its members.) 

“It is clear,” Msgr, O’Grady said, 
“that the time is coming when 
we must have a program of health 
protection for the American people 
that has universal coverage.”

SWEDISH RADAR INDICATES

LONDON, Aug. 27 (UP)—Swed- 
ish radar installations at Vax- 
holm have determined that a num- 
ber of the recent “mystery rock- 
ets” came from the general direc- 
tion of Peenemunde, an experi- 
mental base in the Russian zone 
of Germany, a Stockholm dispatch 
to the Daily Telegraph said today,

The Decontrol Board has final 
say on all ceilings, but indus- 
tries first myst obtain the ap- 
proval of OPA on non-farm items 
and of the secretary of agricul- 
ture on farm products. 

In an attempt to reduce con- 
sumer costs of suits for men and 
women, the OPA has revised the 
pricing rules on woolen and 
worsted fabrics for jobbers. The 
order limits the number of sales 
of short length goods by any 
jobber to the same percentage as 
a base period of May 1, 1941, to 
June 30, 1942, 

Another OPA order. allows 
wholesalers and retailers of beer 
sold in barrels and cases to in- 
crease their prices slightly to 
cover March 31, 1946, mark-ups. 
The higher ceilings should not 
boost the cost of a glass of beer 
or a single bottle, OPA said. 

OPA announced that cotton 
waste would remain under its 
present price ceiling. Decontrol 
of the product has been under 
consideration.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27 (UP)—R. L. 
Farnsworth said today the United 
States should occupy the moon if 
it wants to be the No. 1 power of 
the atomic age. 


Farnsworth, president of the 
United States Rocket Society, Inc., 
said that the “power that controls 
the moon will for many ages con- 
trol the far-flung trades of the 
solar system.” 

The moon, with its mineral de- 
posits, would be a “valuable prize 
in itself,” he said. And because of 
its slight gravitational pull,, it 
might “very likely” become a 
shuttle station for flights to Mars, 
Venus and other planets. 

The only thing keeping him 
from sending an atomic 5-man- 
carrying rocket to the moon, 
Farnsworth said, is money. He 
said it would cost $350,000. 

Occupying the moon, he said, 
may become a eae necessity. 


The power that holds it, he said, 
will be able to bomb any point on 
the earth. 

“The German V-2 rocket achieved 
a velocity of 1% miles per second,’ 
he said. “This is the escape veloc- 
ity from the moon. This means 
that with rockets already in ex- 
istence the power, holding the 
moon would be able to bomb any 
point on earth with impunity. 

Factories and rocket installa- 
tions on the moon could be pro- 
tected, he said, by placing them 
on the side never seen from the 
earth, 

“On the moon, power can well 
be the cheapest thing available,” 
he added, “Untempered by an at- 
mosphere, the moon receives the 
unbridled energies of the sun.” 

He said the moon might make 
an ideal health resort, and cited 
the possibility of founding an ob- 


weanner.

Basis of the “vetting,” or screen- 
ing, process has been a “frage- 
bogen” (questionnaire) in which 
the individual is required to state 
in detail his connections with the 
Nazi movement in all of its phases. 
After checking he is classified in 
one of the following categories: 
(1) employment forbidden; (2) 
employment allowed but recom- 
mended against; (3) employment 


‘discretionary; (4) employment ap- 
“proved, no evidence of Nazi ac- 


tivity; (5) employment approved, 
evidence of anti-Nazi activity. 

In the mandatory non-employ- 
able class go all war criminals, 
leaders of Nazi organizations, 
major Nazi Government officials, 
active members of the Gestapo 
and the S.S. (Elite Guard). Ap- 
proximately 17 per cent of the 
people screened by the Americans 
have fallen into this category. 

By the end of May, the Public 
fafety Branch of Military Govern- 
ment was able to report that there 
were “no persons in the entire 

Tnited States zone in the ‘non- 
employment mandatory’ category 
who have been retained contrary 
to directives.” 

Another 7 per cent were found 
to have been sufficiently active 
in Nazi affairs that it was rec- 
ommended that they not be em- 
ployed, though local officers would 
be allowed to use a certain dis- 
eretion. An additional 25 per cent 
were found to be nominal Nazis 
but were considered to have been

Others Adopt U. 8S. Plan. 

Much of the pattern of de- 
Wazification developed in the 
American zone is being slowly 
adopted by other zones. When 
the Allied Control Council got 
around to drawing up its direc- 
tives for all of Germany in Jan- 
wary, it took over almost in toto 
large sections of the American 
gone directive put into effect the 
previous July. 

The British de-Nazification pro- 


American zone, the British have 
screened far fewer persons and re- 
moved considerably fewer persons 
from office than have the Ameri- 
cans. Only recently did they de- 
cide that the American “frage- 
bogen” was much better than the 
one they had previously used and 
shifted over to the American 
questionnaire. 


American de-Nazification offi- 
cials say, however, that the slow- 
ness with which the British are 
carrying through de-Nazification 
may result in the end in a better 
job being done. 


Precise details about de-Nazifi- 
cation in the French and Russian 
zones are difficult to obtain. The 
French at first made no syste- 
matic attempt at de-Nazification. 
They removed conspicuous Nazis 
from positions of authority rather 
promptly and dealt with them se- 
verely, But no thorough-going 
purge was attempted. For a long 


-|time they apparently relied on in- 


dividual denunciations which were 
investigated by agents of their 
famed “Deuxieme Bureau.” More 
recently, however, they have be- 
gun an organized effort to screen 
those persons in important official 
and business positions, and it is 
expected that impressive figures 
will be released in time. 


Russian Effort Closed Book. 


Russian de-Nazification, so far 
as western zone officials are con- 
cerned, is a closed book, Officially, 
the Russians have told their Al- 
lies nothing about how many 
Nazis they have purged or how 
they have done the job. 


Some time ago, at a meeting in 
which representatives of all four 
powers were asked to report on 
how they were carrying through 
de-Nazification, the British, Amer- 
icans, and French explained their 
methods in elaborate detail, par- 
ticularly the Americans and the 
British—all about fragebogens 
screening, categories of removal, 
And all the other bits of bureau- 
cratic mumbo-jumbo. 


At length fhe Russian delegate 
rose and said simply: “De-Nazi- 
cation in the Russian zone is be- 
ing carried out in accordance with 
the Potsdam agreement,” and sat 
down, 


According to unofficial sources, 
it appears that de-Nazification in 
the Soviet occupation zone has 
been both the most ruthless and 
the most lenient, and that admin- 
istration of the purge has been 
from the beginning largely in the 
hands of anti-Nazi Germans trust- 
ed by the Russians. Moreover, 
the job was made atill simpler by 
the flight of large numbers of 
Nazis from eastern Germany into 
the western occupation zones. 


Swift Liquidation, 


Keynote of Soviet de-Nazifica- 
tion has apparently been swift 
liquidation of whatever top Nazis 
and war Criminals could be found. 
Summary executions were ordered 
in some cases, while many Nazis 
were immediately impressed into 
labor gangs or put in concentra- 
tion camps, but, it is commonly 
reported, the Russians did not at- 
tempt any such top-to-bottom 
purge as has been tried in the 
American zone, Most smaller Nazis 
were left undisturbed, and many 
minor leaders. 

De-Nazification, Russian style, 
has been applied more on the 
basis of individual denunciation, 
especially in the early days of 
occupation, rather than on any 
carefully worked-out plan for as- 
sessing grades of personal activity 
in the party. 

Moreover, the Russians operate 
on the theory that after a period 
of compulsory labor or imprison- 
ment, a Nazi has paid for his sins 
and is entitled to resume his regu- 
lar life. Among doctors, artists, 
actors, musicians, scientists and 
engineers, there has been almost 
no purge. Nazi physicians for- 
bidden to practice in the American 
sector of Berlin have, for example, 
been encouraged to open offices 
in the Russian sector. 


3 ZAIBATSU FIRMS EXPECTED 
TO DISSOLVE WITHIN MONTH 


TOKYO, Aug. 27 (AP) — Three 
historic Japanese zaibatsu holding 
companies—Mitsul, Mitsubishi and 
Yasuda—are expected to file dis- 
solution papers Sept. 30 in line 
with Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
directive abolishing the organiza- 
tion which dominated Japanese in- 
dustry and finance. A fourth zai- 
batsu concern — the Sumitomo 
Holding Co. — will follow suit 
shortly thereafter. ® 

Zaibatsu securities will be trans- 
ferred to a government-appointed 
securities liquidation commission, 
which will dispose of them by 
public sale, Proceeds will be used 
to purchase long-term non-negoti- 
able government bonds, which will 


be held in escrow for zaibatsu.

UNRRA Staffs 
Aware of Red 
Maneuvering 


Displaced - Person 
Teams in Germany 
Working Under 
Difficulties.

PARIS. 

ISPLACED persons are the 
D stuff of novels, of tragedies, 

of psychiatrists’ case books. 
The American Army of Occupation 
is officered largely by career mill- 
tary men and is staffed with nice 
American kids who wish they 
were back in Okmulgee or Hart- 
ford or Denver. The United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration bridges the con- 
siderable gap between these two. 
UNRRA teams which run the 
Displaced Persons camps com- 
prise various nationalities—Cana- 
dians, Dutch, French, Poles, Brit- 
ish and Americans. There are Rus- 
sian, Polish and Yugoslav laison 
officers whose main task is to re- 
patriate their nationals, The east- 
ern bloc complained loudly at 
Geneva that men hostile to their 
governments were being hired for 
this task, charging especially that 
the London Poles deliberately ob- 
structed repatriation. 
The teams I visited on my tour 
of German camps were fairly typi- 
cal of educated, social-minded, 
rather serious people who do simi- 
lar work at home—Army veterans, 
Red Cross overseas alumnae and 
trained nurses. All were deeply 
interested in the Geneva decisions 
and hoped for more permanent 
solutions. They were under no 
illusion about charity’s insidious 


charges. 
They Know the Answers. 


Where the Army was playing 
slightly dumb on the Russian asit- 
uation, UNRRA people were out- 
spoken and realistic. They live 
at the core of the problem; they 
have watched the tide of displaced 
persons ebb and then, of late, in- 
crease from the east. They are 
sure in their own minds of the 
afiswers. 

Their case against the Soviets 
begins by pointing out how very 
difficult it is normally to pass 
through the Russian zone of oc- 
cupied Germany—how you must 
keep to the beaten path. 

For example, all traffic from 
the American zone must pass via 
one route which means much 
roundabout travel. Yet unnum- 
bered Jews, paperless and prop- 
ertyless, filter without difficulty 
through the Russian zone. 

Why is it so easy for them? The 
infiltrees avoid answering. They 
say they won't imperil the chances 
of those who must follow, which 
is plausible. 

UNRRA workers don’t go so far 
as to suggest the Polish persecu- 
tions are deliberate. They are 
sure the infiltration is deliberately 
made easy because the Jews, with 
their quite understandable mono- 
mania for Palestine, embarrass 
the British in the Near East while 
arousing American sympathies. 
UNRRA blames nobody. They 
do see the all-over pattern and 
they-are realistic about it. 

Influx of Balts. 
Similarly, they note the influx 
of the Balts. These Lithuanians, 
Latvians and Estonians are very 
popular with their shepherds. 
They are capable, pleasant and 
clean. They make their camps at- 
tractive. 

But why dothey come? UNRRA 
field workers answer that it is 
because the Russians, through 
pressure, are forcing them out of 
their countries. 
The world knows that British- 
American policy is to provide 
sanctuary, and especially sacred is 
the principle of political asylum. 
As_ Britain’s Philip Noel-Baker 
acidly reminded the Soviets in 
Geneva, “It was in London that 
your Karl Marx wrote his mani- 
festo calling for the destruction of 
our system.”

European Food Situation Shows 
General Improvement Except 
In Cities of Vienna and Hamburg 


Continues. 


Latter Is Black Spot of Continent — New 
Crops Brighten Picture in Czechoslovakia, 
France and Romania— Shortage of Fats

The real black spot of the con- 
tinent is Hamburg, ‘keystone of 
the British zone of Germany, 
where the situation has so far 
deteriorated that British officials 
are gravely concerned, Food con- 
ditions in Hamburg, are markedly 
worse than they were six months 
ago or last year at this time. 

Here is a quick look at the food 
situation as reported by United 
Press correspondents in Europe. 


AUSTRIA — No change in the 
past few months with the basic 
ration still 1200 colories daily and 
the harvest not up to expecta- 
tions. Vienna itself has shortages 
of fats, sugar and meat, although 
there are more potatoes than for 
some time. Agricultural Minister 
Josef Kraus sees little hope for 
any substantial increase soon, says 
Austria will require much outside 
assistance. 


There are 7,000,000 ration cards 
in Austria entitling holders to 
about one-third of the carbohy- 
drates and fats normally required 
and about one-half of the protein 
needed for health and growth, 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—President 
Eduard Benes’s recent statement 
that food is no longer Czechoslo- 
vakia’s primary problem is borne 
out by the markets laden with a 
bumper crop of fruits and vege- 
tables, some of which will be ex- 
ported, 

The only serious shortage is 
fats and oils, whereof the aver- 
age consumer gets an estimated 
30 per cent of the normal require- 
ment, but it is hoped the ration 
next year can be doubled. 

The country has plenty of sugar, 
but will have to import 300,000 
tons of bread grains. The average 
consumer gets five pounds of meat 
monthly and a half-pint of milk 
daily. 

ROMANTA—The ministry of Ag- 
riculture figures show this year’s 
improved wheat crop will permit 
increasing the bread ration from 
300 to 350 grams and will leave a 


small margin for export. The

corn crop to only 50 per cent af 
the national requirements and the 
remainder will have to be pro 
vided by imports. 

FRANCE — The French food 
ministry estimates the new wheat 
crop at 75 per cent of prewar 
against 50 per cent last year. This 
is described officially as “very 
good.” It probably will permit an 
increase in the bread rations. 

French livestock production now 
is approximately perwar and meat 
may be off the ration list in Octo- 
ber. The wine ration may be 
doubled. 


Vegetables are off ration and 
the only serious deficiency is fats 
which are as scarce as they were 
last year, 


GERMANY — The Allied oceu- 
pation authorities consider the 
crop and food prospects for Ger- 
many about 10 per cent better 
than last year. This wif still re- 
quire the import of several mil- 
lion tons of food, chiefly bread 
grains, to the western zones for 
a “livable” ration until the 1947 
harvest. 

Despite a severe fertilizer short- 
age the American zone will pro- 
duce enough food this year to 
maintain 900 to 1000 calories daily, 
The British zone is expected to 
produce the same average and the 
French somewhat less. The Rus 
sian zone, with the most fertile 
land in Germany, is expected to 
be able to maintain an average 
of at least 1500 to 1600 calories. 

Allied agriculturists who toured 
Germany made the crop estimates 
saying they saw few “really bad” 
crops but many which had suf- 
fered from weather or lack of 
fertilizers. They said the pros 
pects for next year are improv- 
ing slightly, but that the Ameri- 
cans will have to import 100,000 
tons of food monthly to bring the 
calorie average up to 2000 daily. 

ENGLAND—Generally England’s 
food picture is brighter, but the

The day will come when these same 
salesmen will again plague us to buy 
new cars. I hope that these same people 
will continue to drive their cars five or 
seven years, having learned during the

A Brahmin of Kashmir 


If there is any one man in India behind whom 
Moslem as well as Hindu should be able to unite, 
it is Pandit—Wise Man—Jawaharlal Nehru, 
president of the All-India Congress Party, who 
heads the interim Government looking to a free 


- India. 


For Nehru puts India first. He puts it above 
riches; born the son of one of the richest men 
in India, he chose to become a Socialist and 
revolutionary, and persuaded his father to give 
much of his fortune to the cause. He puts India 
above caste; born a Brahmin of Kashmir, he 
wants to overthrow the entire caste system. He 
puts India above his personal security and the 
personal security of those he loves most; for 
political activity, he has been jailed more than 
a half-dozen times, his mother was beaten, his 
late wife was imprisoned, his sister and daugh- 
ter arrested. 

More even than Mahatma—Teacher—Mohan- 
das Gandhi, whose disciple he is, and whom he 
calls “Babu,” the father, Nehru puts India first. 
With Gandhi it is a loyalty preceded by or mixed 
with a loyalty to a mystic religion; but though 
Nehru is deeply religious, political freedom for 
India still comes first with him. And supreme 
abnegation—after forsaking all else for his in- 
tellectual conviction to Indian Socialism, Nehru 
has put India first even before the pride of in- 
tellect, deferring to Gandhi in nearly all crises, 
thinking it better to yield than.to contribute to 
disunity. 

This man with the manners of an English 
gentleman, the background of an Indian aristo- 


crat, and the politics of an Untouchable, whose. 


zeal has carried him as far as 100,000 miles in 
22 months, making as many as 150 speeches in 
a single week, is a living rebuke to Indian im- 
moderates who give India only what is left of 
their loyalty after they have served their per- 
sonal power and the dark cause of religious dis- 
crimination. His association with Gandhi is 
proof that Indians can get along together by the 
simple device of loving India well enough. 
Gandhi, pacifist, ascetic, religious mystic, want- 
ing a new India built out of the handicrafts of 
the past; Nehru, fighter, modern, man of the 
world, politician in the best sense, ambitious to 
bring forth a new industrial nation—was ever 
a prescription for disunity more skilfully con- 
cocted than in the personalities of these two 
men of genius, who have, nevertheless, managed 
to get along? 

Under Nehru, perhaps under him as the first 
Prime Minister of a nation newly born, India 
can take her place among the free and growing 
societies of the world if the moderation he ex- 
emplifies is allowed to prevail. There is ample 
room for both Hindu and: Moslem in a free In- 
dian government. 

But a free India will need more of the calm 
good sense and self-sacrifice of Nehru, less of 
the unbending fanaticism of Gandhi, and very 
much less indeed of the demagogy of Mohamed 
Ali Jinnah, president of the Moslem League, 
who is making himself an obstructionist and in- 
cendiary by fanning the flames of Moslem-Hindu 
hatred, It is India’s hour, and Nehru’s,

Col. James A. Kilian, commander of that 
American Dachau known as the Lichfield deten- 
tion camp, has denied at his trial in Germany 
that he knew of brutalities at his Army prison. 
If so, this must have required some split-second 
eye-shutting and ear-stopping on his part, for 
the testimony has run as follows: 

April 17—Two guards at the camp stated in 
early trials that prisoners were beaten on orders 
from camp officers. 

April 18—Lt. Granville Cubage, who was con- 
victed himself, said Col. Kilian told him to beat 
an unruly GI prisoner, and in a later trial said 
Kilian had promoted two guards for shooting at 
prisoners. 

June 25—James M. Jones, former Lichfield 
Sergeant, said “higher-ups” told guards to “get 
just as rough as you can.” 

July 11—Maj. Richard E. Lo Buono, also on 
trial, said Kilian ordered him to “be tougher,” 
but “I just couldn’t do it.” 

July 27—A former guard, Pfc. Thomas War- 
ren, said beatings were “routine.” 

Men were beaten bloody at Lichfield. Twenty 
have testified of beatings in the Kilian trial 
alone. This was the rottenest record of savagery 
by Americans to Americans in the Army during 
the war, Can the camp commander explain 
away his part in the nightmare by claiming he 
didn't wake up? 
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The Shield of Lynchers 


Already in 1946 there have been more lynch- 
ings than in any full year since 1937. The need 
for a Federal law imposing penalties on lynchers 
and derelict law enforcement officers who per- 
mit lynchings once more is clearly demonstrated, 
and Senator Mead and 12 of his colleagues an- 
nounce formation of a Senate bloc to press for 
such legislation at the next session of Congress. 

For 10 years or more, anti-lynching bills have 
been introduced in Congress. They eccasionally 
have been passed by the House, but invariably 
have been smothered in the Senate by commit- 
tee action or by filibuster. 

With men like Bilbo on guard for “white su- 
premacy,” it is safe to say that the Senate will 
never pass an anti-lynching bill without invok- 
ing the rule against filibuster. To invoke cloture 
requires a two-thirds vote. No effort to use 
cloture has been successful in recent years, and 
it will not be successful in the Eightieth Con- 
gress unless it is supported by the leaders of 
both parties, 

Too often the move for anti-lynching legisla- 
tion is an empty show to snare the votes of 
Negroes, who are the chief sufferers from such 
violence. It is not being cynical to point out 
that Senator Mead, who leads the formation of 
the present anti-lynching bloc, is up for re- 
election in a state with a large Negro vote. 


If the Senate leaders of the two parties want. 


to demonstrate their good faith, they can do so 
by gagging the filibusterers and making possible 
a yes-or-no vote on the issue. Will the ardor of

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Senators Mead, Guffey, Knowland and the rest 
be as great when Congress reconvenes as it is 
on the hustings? Let us hope that it will, and 
that they will be joined by recruits enough to 
enact a law imposing both criminal and civil 
penalties for lynchings. 

The needed law can be enacted whenever— 
but not until—the Senate makes up its mind 
that the minority device of the filibuster shall 
no longer be used as a shield for the kind of 
people who commit lynchings. | 
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The Run-Around for Gen. Marshall 


In a disquieting dispatch from Peiping, Anna 
Louise Strong tells how Gen. Marshall's valiant 
efforts to stop the Chinese civil war are being 
defeated by Chiang Kai-shek. In this, the Gen- 
eralissimo is aided by the lack.of a clear-cut 
American policy in China or, worse, as Miss 
Strong intimates, by the existence of two Ameri- 
can policies—one that of Gen. Marshall, and the 
other that of the Navy. Miss Strong writes: 

So Chiang sits pretty in Kuling, and waits 
for Gen. Marshall to come up the mountain 
and meet his terms, Chiang &nows that 
some Americans (presumably the Navy) 
want naval and air bases in China against 

Russia. Chiang is willing to sell—at a price. 

The price is a military dictatorship in China, 

upheld by American loans. 


Gen. Marshall’s task was to bring together 
the Nationalist Government of Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Yenan Government, otherwise known as 
the Chinese Communists. This country could 
not have sent a more distinguished representa- 
tive, or a more skilled negotiator, yet it becomes 
increasingly apparent that, unless conditions 
change, his mission is doomed. The truces an- 
nounced between Nanking and Yenan seem to 
be only fake interludes, under cover of which 
the struggle for mastery of China proceeds. 

No doubt a man less patient and less patriotic 
than Gen, Marsltall would long ago have thrown 
up his hands; but hasn’t the time come when 
even he will have to ask Washington for a clear 
statement of American policy toward China or 
present his resignation? American funds and 
American prestige have been major factors in 
maintaining Chiang Kai-shek in power. Since 
this is true, we should have something to say 
about the corruption and tyranny which charac- 
terize the Nanking Government. 

As long as this remains true, as long as Na- 
tionalist China is a military dictatorship, as long 
as large segments of the Chinese people are de- 
nied proper representation at Nanking, the 
United States is in an equivocal position, Not 
only does the lack of a firm American policy 
permit Chiang Kai-shek to give Gen, Marshall 
the run-around, but it gives aid and comfort to 
the Soviet Union in its covert support of the 
Bad trouble is brewing in 
China, and President Truman and the State 
Department had better face the fact. 
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A Matter of Protocol 


In any world in which crime and punishment 
form a proper sequence of events, the request of 
the Arab Higher Executive Committee for the 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem to be invited to the forth- 
coming London talks on Palestine must be grisly 
nonsense. 

Here is one of the arch-criminals of the Sec- 
ond World War, a man who for plain and fancy 
obscenity need not defer to Hitler, or Mussolini, 
Himmler or Goering. Haj Amin el Husseini, the 
repulsive Eastern Nazi who likes to call himself 
the Grand Mufti, is the war criminal in whose 
evil mind the horror known as race murder was 
conceived. 

“A matter of protocol alone,” the Arab Higher 
Executive Committee says of its request con- 
cerning Haj Amin, How true. The protocol for 
a murderer is to indict him, bring him into 
court, try him, and execute him. It ought to be 
scrupulously followed in the case of Haj Amin 
el Husseini, Grand Murderer of Jerusalem. 
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Betrayal in Spain 

While suppressed democratic Spain looks to 
Britain and America for help, the two big de- 
mocracies are making things easier for Franco 
as fast as they can. It is a cynical anomaly, and 
one which is unlikely to escape any nation in- 
terested in judging how much the democracies 
mean their democratic protestations. 

Capt. Noel-Baker, a member of Parliament, 
says after a 10-day visit to the Spanish under- 
ground that “I came out of Spain with a feeling 
of great anxiety.” “The Spanish people,” he re- 
ported, “are waiting for our help. They are baf- 
fled and disillusioned by our apparent indiffer- 
ence to a continued Fascism in their country. 
They are waiting for the British to take an in- 
itiative—a political, diplomatic, and, perhaps as 
a final stage, an economic initiative—in their lib- 
eration.” 

How well do thé Anglo-American allies meas- 
ure up to the Spanish democrats’ expectations of 
them? Though thousands of wanted Nazis still 
harbor in Spain, Britain relaxes her ship inspec- 
tion which has been carried on to prevent their 
flight to permanent havens, The United States 
is reported planning to end control of Spanish 
air traffic, exercised for a similar purpose. Al- 
ready the two leading democracies had frustrated 
the attempt of Poland, backed by Russia, to have 
United Nations pressure marshalled against 
Franco. 

Spanish democrats must feel that they are be- 
ing sold out by this less-than-democratic policy. 
Can British and American democrats feel that 
their governments are truly representing them in 
their dealings with Franco Spain? 
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Tito’s Demand Upon Italy 

Marshal Tito wants the Paris conference to 
award reparations to Yugoslavia from an impov- 
erished Italy to the tune of $1,300,000,000, or 13 
times as much as the Big Four decided that Italy 
should pay Russia. The dictator of Yugoslavia 
may have his detractors, but no one will ever 
accuse him of excessive timidity or of a shrink- 
ing modesty in his demands. In this particular 
instance, perhaps he could back up his claim by 
a Belgrade demonstration in which blood is 
extracted from turnips, just as a guide to the 
Paris conference. Or perhaps he would accept 
Rome, Florence, Venice and Naples, as well as 
Trieste, as collateral. 
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Fairy story: Once there was a Russian diplo- 
mat who, whenever he went out, stayed until 
the occasion was over, and then left.

Mr. Molotov and Mr. Vishinsky are using 
the Paris Conference in an effort to cope 
with what may be deep differences of opin- 
ion inside the Soviet Union. 


The political strategists of the Russian 
Communist party have no greater technical 
achievement to their credit than the legend 
they have built abroad of complete unity 
inside the Kremlin. This legend goes 
against all we know of political history and 
of what happens to any group, however 
small, of tired, driven, determined men in 
whose hands great power rests. 


The foreign world has accepted this leg- 
end and made it our own. Part of the price 
we pay ‘for this is our resultant belief that 
Russian spokesmen are shouting and blus- 
tering exclusively at us when in fact, like 
politicians everywhere, they may be shout- 
ing also for the echo, 


One current theory considers the Red 
Army, the Communist party and the new 
managers of Russian industry as compet- 
ing pressure groups around and in the 
Kremlin jockeying for supremacy in the 
event of Stalin’s death. The Generalissimo 
is 66, and his health has been reported fail- 
ing. 

A variant of this theory, especially pop- 
ular among diplomats, supposes a “forward” 
group to exist within the Kremlin, led by 
Molotov and restrained only by Stalin’s fal- 
tering hand from pushing the dialectic of 
Communist-capitalist rivalry to its doctri- 
naire conclusions. 


Several Million “Activists” 


Still another possibility is that the Red 
Army and the Communist party have not 
yet reached a final settlement of their long 
struggle for power inside Russia. 


Any of these pictures may be true. Ten 
years ago the Soviets themselves insisted to 
a doubting world that most of their top- 
ranking leaders had organized a series of 
political conspiracies more sinister than the 
worst anti-Soviet tales. 

But then Soviet life was suffering from 
the bitter hangover of collectivization. 
There have been no such divisive forces in 
Russia’s re¢ent past. Instead there has been 
a vast struggle against a foreign enemy, 
and a victory which brought with it pride 
and common loyalties. 


It is possible, although not so exciting, 
to suppose that part of the political strug- 
gle going on inside the Soviet Union in- 
volves a debate in the minds of many “ac- 
tivists’—the four or five million Soviet 
citizens who hold any kind of responsible 
positions—-not entirely unlike the debate 
going on in many American minds, 


This debate concerns essentally the de- 
gree to which a nation unused to great 
power can revise its own standards of na- 
tional security in the interests of a newer 
collective security. 


In the first place, sectional differences 
within the Soviet Union grew during the 
war as Moscow was forced to release its 
central hold. The “independence” of the 
Ukraine and White Russia may not be en- 
tirely a trick to secure extra votes in the 
United Nations. 


Diplomacy of Muscle-Flexing 


In the second place, the war threw mil- 
lions of Red Army soldiers into a new con- 
tact with the foreign world. Although their 
reactions have probably not been so simple 
as We would like to think, they must have 
changed and complicated the political prob- 
lems of the Politburo. 


As a final example, it is clear that straight 
exhaustion has a new importance in Soviet 
life. Repeated promises of the end of rh 
tioning may serve some of the same polit- 
ical ends as Mr. Molotov’s diplomacy of 
muscle-flexing and chest expansion, 


Whatever the issues and the factions may 
be, it is a safe bet that they exist, in Mos- 
cow as they do elsewhere. It is equally 
certain that we need to know more about 
them, and that we are not equipped as a 
nation to use what facts, hints and frag- 
ments of information the Russians them- 
selves give us. 


To assume that Stalin and Molotov exer- 
cise despotic control over Russian policy, 
without any need to consider the checks 
and balanceg of divergent ideas and hopes 
at home, is to give the Soviets credit for a 
monolithic unity they have never even 
claimed. 

The truculence of Soviet spokesmen 
abroad may seem less threatening if we can 
learn the purposes it serves, or seeks to 


. gperve, inside the Soviet Union.

The most sophisticated city dweller could 
find delight in them. When blind Horton 


Barker, the ballad singer from Chilhowie, 
stood up for his turn in the ballad contest 
there was a hush. And he sang: 


#ypsum Dave came over yonder hill, 
Singing so blind and merrily; 


He whistled so loud and he sang so clear 
He charmed the heart of a lady. 


After singers from the highlands had 
re-created old favorites like “Far Fan'll 
Town,” “Santy Anna,” “Lord Bateman” and 
“Tree in the Wood,” the dancers would 
disport and children would join in the old 
games of “Looby-Loo,” “Weavily Wheat” 
and “Bow, Bow, O Belinda.” 

All this must be foregone this year. But 
in 1947, it is hoped that the good folk who 
treasure these musical legends can fore- 
gather once again at White Top to make 
the mountain valleys ring with song. 


| Voyage in the Dark 


BLIND ADVENTURE, by Monroe L. Fox. 
pincott & Co., Philadelphia.) 

With a book like Monroe Fox’s “Blind 
Adventure,” a reviewer has to cast aside 
his standards of literary excellence and 
appraise from a gubjective angle. As lit- 
erature Mr. Fox's account of his adventure 
in blindness is not better than the average 
man’s letter home. But considered thera- 
peutically the author’s unaffected honesty 
and lack of conscious style is to be recom, 
mended, 

While not as compelling or informative 
as Baynard Kendricks fictional story of 
blindness, “Lights Out,” Monroe Fox chal- 
lenges the newly blinded veteran to ex- 
periment in new adventures—to experiment 
alone if need be—but on no account to 
submit passively to a dependent humdrum 
life. As proof that life can still be excit- 
ing, that a blind man can earn his way and 
share in. the abundant life, Fox gives a 
convincing, but completely undramatized 
version of his own voyage in the dark. 

. . . 

Blinded off Iwo Jima while serving on 
a naval underwater demolition team, Mon- 
roe Fox started his own attempts at self- 
help the first week he was in the hospi- 
tal. He learned to find his way about, to 
feed himself, to shave, and to write. From 
then on through hospital after hospital 
and on to the States, Fox took advantage 
of every opportunity to be independent. 

When his wife came to visit him, he 
went dancing and to the movies and with 
her planned his future operation of a dude 
ranch. He learned Braille, typing, and 
the use of a “Seeing Eye” dog. When he 
spent his 30-day leave with his wife and 
6-year-old son on his. new ranch in New 
Mexico, he learned to saddle his horse and 
ride, to fish, to milk the cows, to dig post- 
holes and to build a small foot-bridge! 

In writing of his handicap Fox tries to 
tell his sighted reader what it actually 
means to be blind and in the telling he 
constantly reminds the reader not to pity 
him or his blind brothers—that theirs is a 
fuller life than can be imagined. And in 
a final chapter he tells how he would like 
to be treated by the public—a chapter 
which should be read by any one who has 
even chance encounters with the blind.

John Dos Passos traveled far in his 
tour of duty. He listened to what men 
said, great men and small men, in Europe 
and the Far East, during the war and after 
the war, and when he came back he put 
it all in a book as his report to the nation. 
It could be that Dos Passos, having opin- 
ions of his own, listened more to men who 
shared his opinions than to others and so 
brought to his report a semblance of what 
he would have written as an expression of 
his own opinions. But a writing man can 
resort to such a device if he pleases with- 
out impairing the validity of his report. If 
there emerges a bias against, say, the Rus- 
sians, it is nothing more than can be found 
on a tour of any kind here in America. 
The author’s descriptions of the men he 
saw are so photographic that they are al- 
most seen as they talk. There is a feel- 
ing that the reader hag looked and lis- 
tened, has séf and heard, with only the 
slightest assig «nce of John Dos Passos, 
which is a ¥_/y of saying that the author 
has done very well in effacing himself. 
Dos Passos says: “The only cure for 
fascism is liberty,” and yet he found that 
our young men were losing faith in liberty. 
There was too little understanding that 
liberty is not achieved through mere appre- 
ciation of it as an ideal, but that it has to 
be worked and planned and sacrificed for 
if it is to endure.

Such a 
peace as is wanted by those who 
wish to achieve their imperialist 
aims.” 


Tito’s Varied Acts. 


Leaving out of account the pe- 
culiar jargonized double-talk of 
Communism, which always needs 
a translator, the peace that Tito 
makes the price of peace, that is 
to say the peace that is to be 
achieved even by war, is “that our 
brothers on the other side of the 
frontier should be united with 
their mother country.” 

It may be presumed that Tito, 
who spoke near the Italian fron- 
tier, was thereby issuing an ul- 
timatum to the peace conference 
on the Venezia-Giulia question. 
But it is not clear that this is 
all. He has attempted to foment 
revolts on the Sudeten-German 
model in the Klagenfurt area of 
Austria as well, claiming the in- 
habitants as Slovenes. He has 
announced his intention to throw 
all persons of Magyar blood out 
of Yugoslavia, following the lead 
given by the Czechs. He is en- 
gaged in machinations for the 
partition of Greece on behalf of 
his blood-brothers, the Bulgari- 


ans. 


The Real Issue. 


This is all Pan-Slavic “libera- 
tion” on the exact Hitler model 
of Pan-Germanism. And as Hit- 
ler covered his Pan-German ex- 
pansionism with attacks on “im- 
perialists,” so Tito does the same, 

But the attack on the “imper- 
jalist” powers which so many of 
our feeble-minded “liberals” sush 
to join, going out of their heads 
at the very moment when their 
heads are mortgaged like those 
of the rest of us, is propaganda 
directed to a far larger and 
more dangerous adventure than 
the partition of Italy, Austria 
and Greece.

And, it is in an- 
ticipation of a move there that 
the appeals.to Pan-Slavism, the 
deliberately provoked border in- 
cidents, the propaganda charg- 
ing the victims with war-monger- 
ing, the pathetic appeals to past 
sufferings, the mobilization of 
the fifth columns and, finally 
the open invitation to civil war 
by resistance movements in the 
Western countries are launched 
in Tito’s speech, 


How the Stage Was Set. 


The appeal to civil war and re- 
sistance was not even veiled. The 
British and American Govern- 
ments do not, he said, represent 
the people. The struggle is not 
“between West and East” but be- 
tween “democracy and peace 
versus reaction.” 

The stage has been set for a 
showdown since before the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. In anticipation 
of it came the reversal of Comin- 
tern policy; the “spontaneous” 
demonstrations of American troops 
in Europe and Asia, supported by 
the bring-the-boys-home tom-tom 
of fellow-travelers; the insistence 
on the veto, thereby entirely 
crippling UN as an instrument 
that could pass judgment or col- 
lectively resist aggression: the 
dismantling of Manchuria; the 
holding of Austria and Germany 
as pawns; the encouragement of 
British and American elements to 
demand a “hard peace” in order 
that the Soviets should appear 
bringing balm; even the aid and 
abetment to hundreds of thousands 
of desperate Jews in Soviet satel- 
lite states to slip out through 
underground channels—impossible 
of access without Government 
connivance—to add to the chaos 
in American - occupied Germany 
and in the Middle East, yes, to 
embroi] them in the very center 
of the struggle which Tito’s 
speech foreshadows, and in a way 
that furnishes the Soviets with 
the greatest leverage they have 
with which cynically to make new 
Jewish victims while splitting the 
Anglo-American friendship. 


Through What Agonies? 


Never has anything been plotted 
so guilefully or successfully, win- 
ning so many fronts, playing at 
one and the same time on the 
best and worst instincts of hu- 
manity, as this great USSR 
game to win the goal that Hitler 
lost; first against Germany and 
Japan, and then against all Rus- 
sia's previous allies. 

It will not succeed. But through 
what agonies mankind must yet 
pass on the elusive road to peace, 
the mind can but faintly discern. 
What the conspiracy is, however, 
can today be discerned by all but 
those who have no will to see, and 
that, at least, is the beginning of

ARFARE being what it is today, the beating of swords into 


complicated business. Take, as a 


prime example, the two pipelines built by the Government dur- 


ing the war, at a cost of $146,000,000, to move oil and aviation gasoline 


to the Eastern Seaboard. 


Those lines—the Big Inch and 
the Little Big Inch—were two 
vital swords. As the climax of 
D-day drew near, they poured a 
continuous river of oil and gaso- 
line into the terminals at Phila- 
delphia and Linden, N.J. 

But when the war ended, the 
clamor of conflicting economic in- 
terests began immediately. Even 
though petroleum products were 
still scarce on the Eastern Sea- 
board, the pipelines were closed 
down while the echoes of the VJ- 
day celebration still sounded, That 
was thanks to pressure from the 
big oil companies, 


Barrage of Propaganda. 


At the same time a barrage of 
propaganda was turned on, all of 
it to the effect that Big Inch and 
Little Big Inch were white 
elephants which no one would 
conceivably want to buy. In busi- 
ness and oil journals, stories ap- 
peared saying that the best the 
Government could hope te do 
would be to keep the 1340 miles 
of Big Inch and the 1475 miles 
of Little Big Inch in stand-by 
condition to be used in event of 
another emergency. ° 

The oil companies didn’t want 
the pipelines sold and operated 
for the simple reason that there 
would be more profit, or so it 
seemed at the time, if of] and 
gas were shipped from Texas by 
company-owned tankers. The War 
Shipping Administration had set 
up some very fancy tanker deals 
which would have made it pos- 
sible to turn back an old tanker 
to the Government in exchange 
for a new one and get an allow- 
ance on the old one of consider- 
ably more than it had cost. 


FBI Is Looking On. 


Moreover, the Anti-Trust Divi- 
sion of the Department of Justice 
had stepped into the pipeline situ- 
ation. The Department of Justice 
had compelled the companies to 
sign a consent decree under 
which it was stipulated that 
Bhipper-owners should get a re- 
turn of not more than 7 per cent 
on the money they had put into 
pipelines. That was a far cry 
from the 25 per cent and up of 
the good old days. And, incident- 
ally, the FBI is now conducting 
an investigation to make sure the 
companies are living up to the 
terms of the decree. 

So the companies wanted Big 
Inch and Little Big Inch quietly 


buried. So also did powerful po- 
litical forces aligned with coal. 
John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers huffed and puffed 
at this alleged threat to the mi- 
ners’ livelihood. The National 
Coal Association did likewise. 

They put yards of testimony 
into hearings before a Senate com. 
mittee, Estimates were offered 
showing that if the two pipelines 
were converted to the use of nat- 
ural gas, they could carry 155 bil- 
lion cubic feet of gas which would 
replace 6,000,000 to 15,000,000 tons 
of coal, The estimates of the 
amount of coal to be displaced de- 
pended entirely on who made 
them, 

Converted to gas. the two pipe- 
lines could supply the total 
market for manufactured gas in 
the East and .iill leave a lot left 
over for new gas users. Here, 
however, an important considera- 
tion entered in. In the careful 
policy worked out by the Surplus 
Property Administration, it was 
specified that the lines would “be 
vitally necessary” in another 
emergency. 


No White Elephants. 


Therefore they should be sold, 
if at all possible, to carry oil. If 
they were used for gas, with in- 
dustry and householders depend- 
ent on the supply, no speedy 
switchover could be made in the 
event of another war, 

Just the other day, 16 bids for 
Big and Little Big Inch were sol- 
emnly opened. These bids range 
from $70,000,000 to $135,000,000. 
Several of the bids are from com- 
panies that would use. the lines 
to transport oil. Therefore, in 
spite of all the white elephant 
propaganda and all the political 
pressure to keep the big pipes 
buried, it appears the Government 
will come out of this deal in 
fairly good shape. 

The Real Property Disposal 
Board of the War Assets Admin- 
istration will not act on the bids 
for at least a week or two, During 
this time, of course, the pressures 
will continue, But it is hard to 
see how any funny business can 
be pulled off at this late date. 


With Congress and the news-| 


papers picking the bones of sur- 
plus property scandals involving 
comparatively small sums, it seems 
to me important to record that 
this very large transaction has 
been handled effectively in the 
public interest. And it might so 
easily have gone the other way.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
Americans freed from wartime re- 
strictions are setting a peace-time 
recori for travel and vacationing 
this year, 

The American Hotel Association 
says hotels and _ resorts—with 
some few exceptions—have been 
packed from coast to coast. Last 
year, when demobilized service 
men swarmed hame, was the peak 
year for hotel occupancies, but 
1946 is running neck and neck 
with it. 

In some sections summer re- 
sorts which usually close Labor 
day will remain open’ through 
September, 

The heavy business of the ho- 
tels is not due to vacationers 
alone. Business men are travel- 
ing in huge numbers. 

The Association of American 
Railroads expects 1946 to be the 
greatest peacetime travel year in 
history. It estimates 68 billion 
passenger miles will be traveled 
in 1946, compared with 48 billion 
in 1920, the previous record peace- 
time year. 

Railroad travel is below 1945 
when service men were returning 
home. . 

The Interior Department re- 
ports that travel in the national 
parks is surpassing 1941, the pre- 
vious record year for visitors. 
Through July 1946, more than 
14,471,000 persons visited the na- 
tional parks. In the same period 
of 1941 only 12,500,000 went, there. 

The American Automobile As- 
sociation estimates that of the 
25,000,000 automobiles able to roll, 
20,000,000 will be taken on some 
kind of vacation trip, each car 
carrying an average of three per- 
sons, 

Each of those 60,000,000 persons 
is expected to spend an average 
of $100, or a total of six billion 
dollars on vacations. 

In the six months ended June 
30, 1946, the number of American 
automobiles going into Mexico 
was 21,084, the highest for any 
similar period in history. 

In the same period about 457,500 
cars crossed the border into Can- 
ada for a stay of more than 24 
hours, an increase of 124 per cent 
over 1945.

Retired Supreme Court Justice 
James Clark McReynolds made 
cash bequests of $190,000 in his 
will, including $35,000 to four col- 
leges.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 27 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported yesterday that average 
hourly earnings of $1.17 in the 
durable goods industries in June 


set a new record, 
Average weekly earnings were 


$46.48, the highest since July 1945 
when the work week was 5.1 hours 
longer. On the average the June 
work week was 39.8 hours. 

The bureau reported that av- 
erage hourly earnings in manu- 
facturing industries in June ad- 
vance 1.3 cents over May to $1.08. 
Widespread resumption of produc- 
tion brought the highest weekly 
earnings in 11 months. Prelim- 


inary estimates for July indicate 
further gains to $1.09 an hour. 
In the non-durable goods group, 
average hourly earnings exceeded 
$1 for the first time on record. 
Average weekly earnings main- 
tained the $40 level for the fourth 
successive month, Only in tobac- 
co were the weekly earnings be- 
low $35, 

There were increases in hourly 
earnings in nine of the 11 main 
non-durable groups. 

Preliminary estimates for July 
showed weekly earnings for all 
manufacturing at $43.07, for an 
average work week of 39.4 hours, 
and hourly earnings of 109.3 cents. 
In the durable goods, weekly earn- 
ings were $45.69, according to the 
preliminary July estimates, with 
a work week of 38.9 hours and 
hourly earnings of 117.5 cents. 
The estimates for non-durahle 
goods industries in July were 
$40.41 for a 39.9-hour work week, 
an average of 101.2 cents an hour.

for “ol’ Gene.” 

Unappetizing as the prospect of 
the next four years is to many 
Georgians, even more disagreeable 
is the considerable possibility that 
Georgia may be in for an inter- 
minable Talmadge dynasty. It is 
sadly expected that the next can- 
didate of the Talmadge forces, in 
1950, will be Gene’s son, Herman. 

Neither Talmadge should be un- 
derestimated. 

Eugene is a highly intelligent 
man, He is well educated (he 
holds a Phi Beta Kappa key), 
despite the hayseed act he puts 
on, and he is an exceedingly 
shrewd lawyer and politician. 

Son Herman is reputed to be at 
least equally smart, and maybe a 
bit more so. He is well liked by 
Talmadge followers, and there was 
even a movement in the Talmadge 
camp this year to run young Her- 
man instead of the old man.-Her- 
man is a vigorous youth and he 
has a respectable war record,.On 
the radio his voice is wholly un- 
distinguishable from his pappy’s 
famous screech. All this added to- 
gether will make Herman a for- 
midable champion of the Tal- 
madge tradition, 

Yet if the melancholy fears of 
some acute observers of Georgia 
politics are fulfilled, there wil] be 
no need for Herman to rely ex- 
clusively on his war record, the 
Talmadge voice or the Talmadge 
name, 

Thesse observers fear that Gene 
Talmadge has both the means and 
the intention of establishing a 
state-wide political machine as 
well-oiled and as closely controlled 
as Huey Long’s ever was. Tal- 
madge’s rural organization is 
strong, but Gov. Ellis Arnall beat 
it four years ago, Some Georgians 
are convinced that Talmadge will 
take no chances of this happen- 
ing again, 

In the campaign Talmadge 
made much of the necessity of 
preventing crime and keeping.law 
and order, another way of saying 
that the Negroes should be kept 
in their place. 

To achieve this end, Talmadge 
intends that one representative of 
the Georgia Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, with an assistant, be sent to 
each one of Georgia’s 149 coun- 
ties, to assist the local sheriffs in 
their arduous duties. These men 
would be under the control of Tal- 
madge, and it is expected that in 
lulls betweeen crime waves they 
would not be idle. It is certainly 
possible that they may form the 
basic network of a state-wide po- 
litical machine, with overtones of 
political espionage, 


A Georgia Governor cannot 
succeed himself, so Gene will not 
be a candidate four years from 
now, but young Herman may well 
find his father’s crime-prevention 
officers useful. The prospect of 
the two Talmadges playing a 
game of political leapfrog with 
each other, alternating in succes- 
sive terms, is hardly a pleasant 
one, 


All this has been intensely dis- 
couraging to those in Georgia who 
have for years fought everything 
Talmadge stands for. Such men 
describe the profound sense of de- 
pression and frustration which has 
weighed on their movement since 
the Talmadge victory. They say 
that progressive and ambitious 
young men are leaving Georgia in 
droves rather than face an indefi- 
nite future of Talmadgism. 

Yet it is a’ serious error, often 
made ty non-Southerners, to un- 
derestimate the strength of the 
opposition to Talmadge and Tal- 
madgism in Georgia and through- 
out the South.

and American—probably has the 
full story of those maneuverings 
which Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick Mor- 
gan sketched rather’ luridly, 
throwing in crime for good mea- 
sure.

An Army screening group 
joined members of a UNRRA 
mission with whom I was dining 
one night recently.

When 
they departed I mentioned my 
fear that they would never grad- 
uate to J. Edgar Hoover's first 
FBI team. 

The second in command in the 
UNRRA group, a Canadian vet- 
eran, groaned: “They're typical. 
When we established camp here 
I called on the Army command- 
ing officer and said I would like 
to explain our objectives and pro- 
cedure and to hear his problems 
regarding displaced persons. He 
said he had not time for any of 
that stuff. He has never visited 
the camp or talked to any mem- 
bers of the mission. Everybody 
in UNRRA has had the same ex- 
perience,” 


What the D.P.s 


What do displaced 
themselves want? 

UNRRA workers estimate that 
90 percent of the Jews want Pal- 
estine, the rest America. These 
people are weary, bone and soul, 
for their own place. Of thosé 
who hope for America, many 
appear to feel if they can only 
hang on long enough they may 
be the ones lucky enough to 
make it. 

As one Pole said: “Yes, I am a 
farmer. I can return to my hut 
with its dirt floor with my wife 
and two children, probably never 
to be bothered with politics, But 
my children, too, will live in that 
hut as I did. So, as long as I 
can, I’m going to hold out in 
hopes that I can reach America, 
where they will have a chance.” 

Who will cast the first stone 
at his aspirations? Until homes 
for the D.P.s are found, the 
camps must exist.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


ELONS, peaches, plums, 
M pears, white grapes are to be 

found almost everywhere 
these days. All of them make 
excellent breakfast fruits, deli- 
cious luncheons or dinner Ces- 
serts, but the most elegant use to 
make of these is in salads. None 
of these fruits actually need to 
be chilled for salads. In fact, all 
of them are most flavorful at 
room temperature. But the salad 
greens with which they are com- 
bined and the dressing as well as 
the bow! in which they are served 
should be thoroughly chilled. The 
most important thing to remem- 
ber is to have all the fruits 
cleaned just before salad is to be 
served, the fruit should be peeled 
and sliced or diced right into the 
salad bowl and the _ dressing 
should be drizzled over the freshly 
cut fruit at once to prevent any 
discoloration. If the dressing is 
put on as each layer of fruit is 
dropped into the bowl, practically 
no tossing will be required. The 
shorter the time between the 
point. of production and consump- 
tion, the more delighted the con- 
sumer will be. 

Celery Seed Fruit Dressing. 

One-half cup sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon papri- 
ka, one-half cup vinegar, one-half 
teaspoon grated onion, one tea- 
spoon salt, three-fourths cup salad 
oil, one teaspoon celery seed, boil- 
ing water. 

Mix sugar, flour and paprika 
thoroughly. Blend in. vinegar. 
Place. over low heat and cook un- 
til thick, stirrine co’ rf to 
keep smooth, Add onion and salt. 
Cool. Gradually add the oll, beat- 
ing with a rotary beater until all 
the oil is added and thoroughly 
blended in. Pour boiling water 
over the celery seed and let stand 
for or ' minute. Thoroughly 
drain off wr‘er ard add see“ to 
salad dressing. Mix well. Chill 
and serve over fruit salad. Makes 
one and a hal’ cupfuls. 


Fruit Salad Dressing. 

Three tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons flour, one-half cup 
milk, orie-fourth cup egg yolks 
(about three yolks), one-fourth 
cup pineapple jui'-, one and a 
half tablespoons lemon juice, two 
or three tablespoons sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
t‘aspoon prepared mustard. 

Melt butter, blend in flour, add 
milk gradually and cook over di- 
rect heat, stirring constantly un- 
til mixture boils and thickens. 
Gradually stir in beaten egg yolks 
and cook one minute longer over 
low heat, stirring constantly, Re- 
move from heat; stir in remaining 
ingredients. Chill thoroughly in a 
covered container before using. 
Makes about one cup.

HYDE PARK, Monday. 
S I’ve watched the rise of the 
A rou epidemic during the 
ummer, I’ve realized how 
much must still be done if we are 
going to find the cause of this 
dread disease and learn how to 
prevent it, Sister Kenny’s method 
has improyed the treatment, and 
there is no question that today 
we know a great deal more than 
we did about how to help people 
to recover from the disease if it is 
discovered in time. 


Basil O'Connor, president of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, told me that my hus- 
band wanted them to put all they 
possibly could into research in the 
hope of finding something that 
would prevent children and adults 
from getting this disease, and to 
stick to it until they were success- 
ful. I think the foundation has 
been doing this, but since the 
progress seems so slow, I am won- 
dering if the medical profession 
should not attempt research along 
new lines in the hope that allied 
research may help the main 
stream that one is trying to eluci- 


date, 
. . . 


FOR INSTANCE, more children 
in this country died from the ef- 
fects of rheumatic fever than 
from polio, One of my acquaint- 
ances has been writing to me 
about his work in a hospital which 
has brought him in contact with 
these children. For him it is a new 
discovery and therefore a shock- 
ing and horrible fact, and he can- 
not understand why it is not con- 
stantly emphasized. For many of 
us, it is a well-known ailment 
which has taken its toll for many, 
many years, 

The other day, I iad an article 
about it by Albert Deutsch, and 
I began to wonder again if all 
these diseases—rheumatic heart, 
spastic children, polio—might not 
have some connection, and if re- 
search could not be carried out 
on all three simultaneously. 

Spastic children I have written 


about before, but I want to em- 
phasize again that these children 
are particularly unfortunate be- 
cause their minds are often unaf- 
fected and yet their bodies are 
badly crippled, They have to have 
great care and careful training 
if they are going to be happy and 
useful in their lives. 


. o + 

IF THE PARENTS of a child 
so afflicted are poor, there is 
often no way to give him the 
training which would make life 
endurable. Even for a moder- 
ately well-to-do family, the cost 
of the care is so great that one 
child becomes a handicap to the 
living standards of the whole 
family. 

It seems to me that the Govern- 
ment, as well as private founda- 
tions, has an obligation to do re- 
search in all three of these dis- 
eases which take such a heavy 
toll among children, Science has 
found the answer to so many 
things in the past, but it always 
seems as though, when one an- 
swe, is found, new diseases de- 
velop. Perhaps that is the chal- 
lenge nature presents to us, but 
we certainly should not limit our 
research just because we feel we 
are on a never-ending quest.

Maybe you have never been helpless—I hadn't been. And 
maybe you don’t realize it when it comes, JI didn’t, The nurses 
moving about me, day and night... the doctors calling’ on 
me... the endless routine of service became a matter of 
fact. I couldn’t wait on myself, so of course others waited on 
me.

Preparing | 
Small Child 
For School

CHOOLS will soon be opening 
§ ana the children, like an 

army, will be heading toward 
them. Some are going for the 
first time and to them this is a 
high day, an adventurous day, 
when a new world opens. For 
them it is actually a new world in 
which the people, the ways, the 
work and the play are strange. 
Even the language is different. 

Mother calls him Andy but the 
teacher says Alexander and for a 
few minutes he does not know she 
means him. Somebody pokes him 
and whispers, “She's calling your 
name—say present.” So in be- 
wilderment he says present though 
I doubt that he will ever be more 
absent in his life. 

Consider this strangeness and 
try to soften it for the children 
who are entering school for the 
first time, Take them to the build- 
ing before school opens and let 
them take a good look at it. Show 
them the rooms and the wash- 
rooms and the playgrounds and 
make sure that they meet the 
teacher. Most schools open before 
the first actual session so that 
can be done. 
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DON’T enter a sick child. Keep 
him home until he is well and 
inform the teacher about his con- 
dition and possible time of en- 
trance, She will keep a place for 
him and so save trouble later on. 

Dress a child attractively if 
that is possible in these days of 
restrictions, The shops windows 
have attractive and simple clothes 
on exhibition so we will hope for 
the best for the children. Let the 
children wear the clothes they are 
to go to school in once or twice 
in the house if they are too lit- 
tle to know about caring for them, 
This is done because new clothes 
make children self-conscious and 
we do not want that this day. 
Sometimes new clothes do not 
fit. The chest measure is too nar- 
row, the sleeves too long, the 
waist belt too loose or too tight, 
the buttons missing or too small 
for the button holes, or too big. 
These odds and ends can be ad- 
justed and the child's comfort 
and good looks assured, 
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ABOVE ALL, have the shoes to 
fit. Nothing causes a child such 
discomfort as a shoe that pinches 
or that slips up and down his 
heel. Have the shoes fit and don’t 
take the child’s word for it be- 
cause he will take anything just 
to get those shiny new shoes and 
suffer dreadfully afterward. 

Dress the children in simple 
wash clothes, no fancy dress is 
suitable for school because it is 
a workshop and good taste and 
comfort and suitability call for 
simplicity here. 

One last caution. Go over the 
children’s pockets the last thing 
and make certain they are car- 
rying nothing to school but them- 
selves and a paper handkerchief 
or two. They should travel light- 
ly on that busy opening day of 
school.

Charlie Russell, Now in Starring Role, Found Films Hard to Crack

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 27. 


UCCESS stories -are always 

pleasant to report, especially 

after a fellow has gone up, 
down and in between--and then 
made the grade. For instance, 
today we have with us: 


Six-foot-one Charlie Russell, 
who has been described as a 
Jimmie Stewart, a Van Heflin and 
a Franchot Tone but looks more 
just like Charlie Russell. At last 
Charlie has drawn a royal flush 
after having been dealt some of 
the worst hands Hollywood has 
given an actor. 

Charlie, who looks like some 
guy who might be jerking sodas 
down at the corner drug store— 
which he was doing not:so long 
ago—has been promised stardom 
so many times that he didn’t quite 
believe his bosses when they told 
him they were casting him oppo- 
site Peggy Cummins in “The Late 
George Apley,” starring Ronald 
Colman. 

“I thought, here we go again,” 
said Charlie, who has come up the 
hard way by working as a theater 
usher, a cook in a hamburger 
joint and a doorman at Earl Car- 
roll’s. 

“It all started when I was cast 
for ‘Double Indemnity,’ opposite 
Barbara Stanwyck. A couple of 
weeks before the picture got un- 
derway, the front office decided 
they needed a big name.

“Everyone said not to worry, 
that lightning could strike twice.

“After that I sat around,” said 
Charlie. “The studio told me they 
wanted to wait for just the right 
role, I got tired of doing nothing, 
so I asked the test director if he 


didn’t want to-use me in tests 
they were making of players for 
films, 

“He said sure and for two years, 
about twice a week, I'd play 
Cornel Wilde or Tyrone Power or 
John. Hodiak or some other big 


star in tests they shot of actresses 
they were considering for roles 
opposite them, I played scenes out 
of ‘Forever Amber,’ ‘Anna and the 
King of Siam’ and ‘Captain From 
Castile.” I kept hoping, of course, 
that the executives would see 
what a dashing cavalier or lover 
I was and find that big role they 
were always talking about. 

“Not that I was compaining, be- 
cause I was eating three meals a 
day, and it was a lot more fun 
playing love scenes with Gene 
Tierney, Linda Darnell and Nancy 
Guild than jerking sodas or tend- 
ing hamburgers.”

suits without “reversing.” North's 
two-club response was more than 
a little fancy—a simple raise to 
two spades would have been more 
fitting. 

West led the king and ace of 
diamonds. Declarer ruffed, drew 
three rounds of trumps, then led 
a low club. It was obvious that 
two clubs and the diamond would 
have to be lost; hence the fate of 
the contract hung on whether or 
not South would have. to concede 
a spade trick. This looked all toa 
likely—but he saw a certain 
chance, and he now planned bis 
attack accordingly. 

East won the club lead with the 
jack, and made the safest return 
—the club four. South went up 
with the ace and promptly exited 
with his last club. 

East now was back on lead, 
with the club king, and was in 
precisely the position that declarer 
hoped for. The club suit had 
broken 3-3, so East-had no card 
left in that suit with which to exit,. 
A diamond return would let South 
ruff in his own hand while dummy 
discarded a spade. So East de- 
cided to lead the spade six. South 
put in the eight, and West had to 
sacrifice his jack. The king won, 
and South finessed to the ace-ten 
against East’s queen. 

If East had selected the spade 
queen instead of the six, it would 
have been a different story!
